West had formerly beauty, and a little sensibility ; she is still pretty, 
but that is all, and her declamation has degenerated to a psalmody 
without soul or energy. Miss Foote had some talent ; speculating 
on the publicity of a scandalous adventure, and upon the bad taste of 
the public, she went through the provinces, giving herself out for a 
first-rate actress, and lost the little talent which she possessed. Co- 
medy is as badly off as Tragedy! Miss Chester has neither mind, 
energy, nor correctness. Mrs. Chatterley, whe was intended for a 
dancer, is still more cold and ignorant than Miss Chester. ‘here is, 
however, a Miss Kelly, who plays in Farce and Melo-drama with much 
effect and correctness.
